enplyete in the Gonorol Post Offica 
make in order that letters and parcels - 
which do not comply with the postal 
regulations may reach the persons to 
whom they were intended to, bé‘sent. 
Tt seams ‘a ‘difficult. task to find the 
intended recipientjof on unaddressed or 
misediracted ‘letter, tut it igo task 
which is frequently sccomplished. Of 
the total number of letters dealt with 
last year, no fewer then’198,914 wera 
reissued to corrected addresses and some 
six millions of letters ‘were -re-posted to 
the senders, “Looking at the’ wiatter 
from a séverely official point of view, a 
Jotter addressed ‘Walker, London’ is a 
thing which ought to be cast aside and 
left. to ite own resources. - Indeed, it 
may ‘be ssid that it might be sup- 
posed that it would be, in an offi- 
cial sonse, quite ag invisible to the 
postal’ authorities asa barrister’ who 
appeared. in court without his wig and 
om would be to the. Lord Chief 
ustice. of England, But. it appears 
that the officials who aro responsible for 
the carrying out of tho important work 
for which the great tustitution“in St. 
Martin’a-le-Grand oxists ore not ab- 
solutely bound hand and foot by Red 
Tape, They are not ay-very exalted in 
their own estimation that they cannot 
make an effort to suit the conventenceand 
win the approval of the public. ‘They 
go beyond the strict official limits of 
their duties inf order thatthe public 
may obtain the. fullest possible, advan 
toge from the existence of the General 
Post Office. In many caseg they take 
almost inoredible pains to oahire that a 
letter shall reach its proper desthration. 
In fact it may be said that they have, in 
this réspact, burst the bonds of Red 
‘Tape and thot thoy aro endeavouring, to 
the beut of their ability, to carry onthe 
business: in which they‘are ougaged ina 
rational and. biasiness-liko’ manner, 
Would that we could psy the. sama 
thing about, the Post. Office offi- 
cials in this’ .colony! There have 
been of late numerous complaints, 
not merely of the ‘attitude of in- 
difference which these officials take 
as regards the public convenience, but 
of utter failure and neglect in what, 
even in the strictest official sense, are 
clearly ond unmistekabl; tleir ardinar 
duties. Within the last. few days sucl 
complaints have beén many and bitter ; 
and there ia certainly abundaat reason

Mr H. E. Pollook, instructed by Mr 
H. L Donnya, appeared on behalf of thy 
plaintiff; and Mr J. J. Fraueis, Q.C., in- 
otructed by MrC. D, Wilkinson, represented 
tho defendaut. 

Mr Pollock said the plaintiff waa com- 
pradore to tha Bank of Vhina, Japan, and 
the Straits, and the dofendont was manag- 
ing partner of ashop at 16 Jubilee Street. 
The plaintiff's case was founded upon two 
alternative grounds of claim. In the tiret 
place he said that the defendant wns guar- 
antor for rypayment of a sum uf $2750 leut 
by plaintiff to Wong Tsoi Hi upon a pro- 
missory notes gned by Wong Tavi Hi and 
guaranteed by (he defendant; and in the 
second plice be sued the defendsnt as 
guarautor for certain sums vf moncy 
alleged to have. bean .paid by -the plain. 
tiff ot the request of Wong Troi Hi 
wad the defendant and upon the guaran- 
tee of the defendant for their repaymunt. 
With regard to the first ground of clain, 
that upou the promissory aots, His 
Lordehip would have noticed from tho do- 
fendant’a answer, that he admitted the 
making of thts note on the terms set out 
in the plaintitt's petitiun, aud also the 
giving of thia guarantee by the defendant, 

Mr Francis—I€ my frisud means tho 
second guaranteg, it ia nut adwitted, 

Mr Pollock—I mean the guarantco of 
the promissory note, 

Mr Francis—That's al) right, 

Mr Pullook—That wae au he was refer- 
ring toat present.

“Such a mensure could 
not fail to have immediate cflects on the 
Exchange between India and this country, 
bot these wore not to be compared with 
the possible effect upen the Exchanges and 
the trade in tho Straits Settlernont, China, 
and the Fer Enat- generally, .where’ our 
interests arc equally grout. The most 
constant watchfulness was necessaty in 
order to provent logs on’ our current 
operations, and you will be pleased to hear 
that our efforts were rewarded with success, 
except in ono particular to which I shall 
prescnily refer. The Indian Mints, as you 
are aware, were enddenly closed on June 
26, but it is not my intontioa to criticise 
that measure. Tho Indian Government 
were already groaning under the loss by 
exchange, aud tho possibility of an carly 
repeal of the Sherman Act mada tho 
position Appear to them desperute. The 
dislocution of trade which immediately 
resulted has hinderod or delayed the effect 
upon tha Exchange which the Government 
expected, bul it is tov woon yot to express 
ao opinion as to the ultimate result. I 
have referred to the posible repeal of the 
Shorman Act, and that is the"great ques- 
tion which ia now being discussed by the 
United Statos Sonate, and on ite repeal, or 
@ compromise, the greatest issues hang. 
Whether silver will fall atill further from 
the demand being thus curtailed, or the 
abntting down of the mines will check any 
ferther downward movement, it is impossi- 
ble for ua to oxpress an opinion; bat f can 
assure you that wo. shall not relax our 
vigilance, and that no efforts on our part 
witk be spared in order to protect your 
intorests. I have montionod thot in one 
particular “matter we had not besn* sac- 
cessful in avoiding lose, and it ig with 
reference thereto that I desire to take this 
opportunity of calling pointed attention 
to the manner in which tha Indian 
Government hare dealt with our -silver, 
which was aflont at thd time when’ tho 
Vioeroy in Council issued his-Edict abolish- 
ing the freo coinage of silver on ond after 
Jane 26. We then had, in the usual 
course of our business and as customary, 
shipped to Iudia, weok by weak, the sil. 
ver which we required to implement 
our contracts thore for gold bills and 
Government paper, and we naturally 
expected that the Government would have 
allowed all the bullion which wae aclually 
shipped to be minted on urrival in the 
anual way. Bearing in mind the refusal 
of the Viceroy, some time previously, to 
andertuke that all silver contracted for 
should be minted in ¢use tho law was 
altered, wa were most careful only to buy 
for immediaté shipment, ‘To our great 
vurprise, tho Governmeht rofased to wint 
the builian en rele in which we were 
interested, sod consequently penalized us 
to the extent of £15,000 to £16,000; in 
other words they have fined this Bank 
2 per cent, on its capital. for carrying.on 
its usual ond legitimate business, sud of 
course our profits buve naturally been 
lessened to thet extent, I need hardly tell 
you thut this unlooked-for policy hua been 
viewed with great disfayour by oll those 
who ars conuected with Eastern trade, 
and it is scarcely conceivable that the Go- 
yeroment should have ventured upoa such 
an inequitable course. We, in conjunction 
with the other Hastern banks, have remon- 
strated in the strongest way possibla 
against the treatment we havo received, 
but, hitherto, 1 regret to say, without 
avail, and can now only expross the hopo 
that justice will yot bo uccorded to us.

RAUB AND ITS PROSPECTS. 

Considering, the steady way in which re- 
turns havo been coming in during 1893 from 
the work done at'thic Raub wine, it can he 
understood that by niéw the onterprise hos 
quite got over the’ difficulties caused by the 
flooding of the Raub Holé ‘workings, the 
protracted delays on transit and loss by ma- 
licious damage to machinery and stores du- 
‘ting the Pahang disturbances, sind the ne-

It simply lay in lettieg the mine 
get along a3 beat it oould without uffordiog 
itassistanoe in its time of enrly difficulty. 
‘Pay your way if you oan, but don’t ask for 
money to open out the mine,’ seems ti hava 
been, to judge from what is hnown, the 
geceral Jine on which the Directors desired 
the enterprise tu he run, [tis in a manner io 
spite of them that the mine bus done so well, 
in a quiet sart of way, now thnt it hag had 
a fair show, engines io place, pumps erect- 
ed, winding geer running, not only at the 
Raub Hole, but in a short time and on on 
equully complete scale, at the new workings 
nuw being opened out at Bukit Koman, 

‘The returns for the i past have been 
chiefly from the Raub Hole, with a minor 
proportion from the surface or shallow tork- 
ings at Bukit Impey ond Bukit Kora, 
The erusbiug stuff available frum those 
places, and the higher grade stoue from the 
reef in the Raub Hole, have kept the battory 
steadily ot work for many months post, 
with the vorp respectable reautts aunounoed 
from time to time.
